Prior to 1853, tho term "Base-Burning" was unknown; "Magazine" 
stoves. However, bad been in use long before that time, but to a limited 
extent only; and though regarded as scientific stoves, as distinguished 
from Surface-burners, they had evidently found but little favor with tho 
public. The reason undoubtedly was that the great muss of people wero 
never scientific in such matters. 

Tho masses probably never will become scientific in matters of this 
character. The subject is loo intricate to bo clearly understood by those 
not making It a specialty; and, therefore, a scientific machine, to bo of 
substantial benefit to the great mass of people, must have u perfect or- 
ganization, and be so simple in its construction that, when put in opera- 
tion, it will do its work correctly, without reference to the skill of the 
party called upon to use it. 

To effect this has been my constant study sinco tho year 1853, and the 
whole object of my inventions, or improvements, has been to produce 
such a stove. 

When turning my attention to this subject I found the common " Sur- 
face-burner" to l>e the stove universally used in this country, Tho 
" Magazine " stove had been laid aside us a thing of the past The minds 
of the people appeared to be made up on this subject, and they had 








willed into the conviction that the only stove 
suitable for the masses was the unscientific 
" Surface -Burner." 

It seemed to me that Uiis ought not to he, 
and would not have been, tho ca3e, except for 
some radical delict iu the construction of this 
so-called " scientific " stove. 

A surface-burning stove is one tbnt must 
ignite the whole of the fuel it contains in order 
to develop its heating- power. "While reflect- 
ing and radiating its heat upwardly it depends 
more for its power upon the quantity of fuel 
subjected to combustion than upon the rapidity 
of its consumption. 

This method of operation was never re- 
garded as in accordance with the correct 
A Surface-Burner. theory ; for tho obvious reason that the volatile 

combustible was free to run away from the friendly oxygen (air), admitted 
at the base, whicb would combine with and develop its heat-giving power 
if it eould only be detained a moment at a burning point; but, passing as 
soon as generated to the upper region of the stove, where it was cooled, 
its concealed heat could not he developed, but was carried to the houso- 
top and wasted. 

The correct method of burning any compact fuel that contains but little 
hydrogen, is to heat it before it reaches the place of combustion, and 
thereby give it an nihility for oxygen. 

This method is particularly advantageous with anthracite coal, for the 
reason that it contains but little hydrogen, and but little if any oxygen, in 
its formation. It must find the elements necessary to combustion in tho 
surrounding atmosphere; to heat this fuel, therefore, before bringing it to 
the place of combustion must facilitate the operation. 

This fact has been well known to the scientific world for many years. 
It has also been as well known that the most perfect method of burning 
any fuel is one by which the combustible must meet the supporter of 
combustion inversely, and permit the products to pass off sldewise to a 
space never to bo tilled, 

The " Magazine" stove was intended to do this. It was constructed 
many years ago upon that principle; but, as before stated, it found but 
little favor with the public. And why not? This is a proper subject 
or inquiry. 

It was undoubtedly the case that "Magazine" stoves had a fair trial 
many years ago ; and, as then constructed, they were condemned as un- 
suitable to the requirements of the mosses; hut history does nut suite 
the reason for their failure, and it can only be known therefore by conjec- 
ture, 'Dial there was a protracted conflict between the two systems is 
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evidenced by the fact that the iate Dn. Nott 
took sides with and attempted to give value to 
this so-called "scientific" stove; but, as he re- 
tained in his stoves the defective organization of 
the former " Magazine " stoves, they shared tho 
same I'atc. 

It will be observed that unlike the Surface- 
burner, the "Magazine" stove did not depend lor 
Its heating power upon the quantity of fuel it con- 
tained, but upon the rapidity with which the fuel 
was burned; the magazine at all times con lam- 
ing a supply of reserve fuel to be gradually heated 
as it should descend to the place of combustion, 
while its burning and heating capacity was in- 
tended to be controlled by increasing or dimin- 
ishing the amount of air passing iu at tho base. a Magazliiii Stove. 

From this it will bo seen that the "Magazine" principle has long been 
the property of the public. History does not 
give tho name of Its inventor, or the year 
when it was invented. Some writers have 
stated that it was used by the Chinese more 
than two thousand years ago. As to the truth 
of this I cannot give au opinion, but 1 am able 
to state that, so far as my knowledge extends, 
no one, prior to the date of uiy improvements, 
thought it susceptible of further invention. 
Like a finished city it was supposed there was 
no more to be done with it, except to keep it 
iu repair, which was the purpose of PR, Nott, 
or permit it to go to decay and ruin. And 
ruin it was, finally, at least so far as to tho 
people of this country and its use in burning 
anthracite coal were concerned ; for it was al- 
most as little known to the great mass of the 
American people prior to 1853, uolwithstaud- 
ing the efforts of I>n. Nott, as though it had 
never been invented. Ths Nott Stove. 

The great defect of tho old "Magazine" stove is easily pointed out 
at this day ; but not so in 1853. Then, it could only be imagined that 
no air ought to have been permitted to pass into its magazine at the top, 
and that to prevent this its opening cover ought to have been sunk within 
a chamber made vacuous by the action of the smoke-pipe and chimney. 
Now it is known, because it has been demonstrated, that air must not bo 
permitted to pass iu at the top of the magazine when the stove is in opera- 
tion; and that the only practical method by which this can be avoided 
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is to enclose the cover opening thereto within a chamber that communi- 
cates willi the firc-pol, and also with the exit flue and chimney. 

In 1853 it could only lie imagined that herein lay the groat defect of the 
former construction, or why It was that said stove hud never gone into 
general me. Now it is known for a certainly, because it has been dem- 
onstrated that such was ha great defect ; and this fully accounts for the 
anomaly Hint im unscientific method of burning coal was so generally 
adopted in preference to one known to be scientific. 

The former construction was faulty in thai its action could not bo con- 
trolled by the air supply at the base. Now that its organization lias been 
perfected, it can be controlled by the air supply at the base. 

The former construction was simply a "Magazine " stove, intended to 
perform what it could not, owing to its imperfections. Now it is a " Base- 
Buruiug" siove, ever reliable, and ever certain to burn onSy at the base, 
as was the intention of Use inventor of the lirst " Magazine" stove, but 
who tailed lo discover and remedy the defects of his invention. 

It will bo apparent to the careful investigator that primarily Hie healing 
power of a " Base-Burning " stuve must depend upon the size of its maga- 
zine and its proper adjustment to the fire-pot; that these two elements 
should bo so adapted to each oilier ns to ignite but little coal compared 
with the quantity the magazine is to contain ; that the magazine should bo 
so protected that air cannot enter it at the top when the stove is in opera- 
tion, thus enabling it to be tilled with combustible mnttcr (coal and gnses 
generated therefrom), instead of coal and atmospheric air coming in IVom 
the lop of the magazine, for if ah' is permitted to pass into the magazine 
when the stove is in operation, it will pass to the ignited fuel, and so sup- 
port combustion from that direction, and result in igniting the coal con- 
tained in llie magazine, which will repeat the defect of the old construc- 
tion ; that the magazine and iiro-pot should be so adapted to each other 
as to make it necessary to build and keep the tire below the magazine, so 
that as Hie coal at the base is consumed, that above will settle, — not out 
laterally and away trom the burning point (the lower end of the maga- 
zine), but down, to supply the place of that which lias been consumed. 

With such an organization, a fire may be storied with the frost ot 
tiulumn, and by supplying coal to the magaziue and shaking down the 
ashes daily, continued throughout the winter, if a "Mill Grate" is em- 
ployed to grind up and pass to the ash-pit the refuse matter that cannot 
be burned. And if the lower end of the magazine, which is the most in- 
tensely heated part of the stove, and the burning point, is composed of 
lire-brick or oilier non-conibustiblo material, the cotd and all the gases it 
contains will be consumed and evolve all of its concealed heat, none be- 
ing wasted, a result which cannot be obtained unless all of these con- 
ditions are complied with. 

For Hie purpose of giving to the public the full benefit of my inventions 
and improvements in Ibis class of stoves, I will specify, quuliug from thu 
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Letters Patent, the improved organization and the parts of Lho present 
"Base-Burning" stove embodied in the "Morning Glory," 

My first application for Letters Patent for 
improvements of this character was filed in llie 
patent office, July, 1853, and afterwards, dating 
from January 34, 1854, Ihe following claims 
were patented. 

" The combination of a reserve fuel-supply- 
ing cylinder, a separate fire-pot, a chamber 
to receive the products of combustion, and an 
exhausting exit Hue, substantially as, and for 
the purposes described." 

This claini was for a stove, however con- 
structed, which employed a magazine and fire- 
pot Having a mirrouiuling chamber , providing 
the surrounding chamber enclosed the cover 
opening to its magazine. This same construc- 
tion was also patented as follows : 

" The combination of a fire-pot constructed as described, willi a fuel- 
supplying cylinder, which has its cover opening surrounded by a chamber 
Which, communicates with the outlet from Hie fire-pot, and also with the 
fine leading Lo the chimney, when the aggregate amount of outlet space 
from the fire-pot exceeds the amount of inlet through the gratu at the 
base." 

The illuminating case was patented in the following claim, 

"I do not claim the Intent to make an opening in the 
exterior case of tho stove through which the operation of 
the fire can be seen ; but what 1 do claim ns my invention, 
and desire to secure by Letters Patent, is the arrangement, 
adaptation and combination with a fuel supplying cylin- 
der stove, of an illuminating case lo the chamber which 
receives light and the gaseous products of combustion 
IVom llie burning fuel, substantially in the manner and for 
lho purpose herein set rorlh." 

The outside cover of this stove which was the firsl mag- 
azine stove "cover" to open aidewisc was secured by the 
following claim i 

"I do not broadly claim hinging a cover to the top 
plate of a stove, but what I do claim as my invention and desire lo securo 
by Letters Paluut, is the arrangement, adaptation, and combination with 
a fuel supplying stove, of a cover so hinged to the top plalc of the stove, 
that il may he swung open on a horizontal plane." 

SLoves as patented by the foregoing claims were manufactured at Al- 
hnny, N. Y., in 1853 ; and there are many who can well remember its 
partial Uiilura 

1* 
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It is safe to say there was never n store made fit Albany, or elsewhere, 
so completely condemned by its manufacturers. It is true tint some were 
of the opinion Unit they might answer aB a "Summer Stove," others 
thought thill; they might serve m a " refrigerator," while others again, 
influenced more or less by the timid manufacturers, said, mid no doubt 
though!, that, " the man who got them tin had better retire from business." 
They were conceded by the vianufneturers to be a superior coal burner, 
and peculiar to thai, tiiey would do this and produce but little heat; and 
so anxious were these "Pioneers" to have its failure known to everybody, 
that pamphlets printed in Massachusetts and brought with me to Albany 
to advertise these stoves in 1853, some of which are now in tny posses- 
sion, were written upon and circulated from the establishment of these 
" Pioneers," which were thus made to slate upon their title-page that this 
stone was " the ottli/ appartUus ever constructed that would compel the per~ 
feet eombuatimi. pf the inflammable geueit a!" anthracite coal without heat." 

Tliis " Base-Burning" stove, my first attempt, was constructed wholly 
of iron; its magazine being composed to part of cast, and iu part of sheet 
iron, iv Idle iis fire-pot was made of cast iron ; thus constructing the out' 
let therefrom, and the burning point, of cast iron, which should not have 
been the case. There were other defects of construction, but this was the 
chief cause of its (allure. 

Iron is a good conductor, and by this construction, heat was conducted 
away from Die burning point, where it should have been retained sufll- 
ckuitly to eons u m male a complete combustion of the fliel; but the lower 
end of the magazine being composed of iron, conducted the heal to other 
parts of the stove, and thus lessened the ability of the magazine and flro- 
pot to act correctly ; resulting in the production of a stove having sufll- 
cient power only to reduce the coal to ashes, but evolving but lltlle heat, 
Hence the idea, probably, of its manufacturers that it was the only stove 
ever constructed lltal would burn anthracite coal "without heat." 

The carelhl investigator will observe that its serious defect could have 
been readily obviated by the substitution of some uou- conducting sub- 
stance, in place of iron, in the construction of the outlet space from its 
lire-pot. and magazine. 

The manufacturers referred to became disheartened, and, coward-like, 
turned back, tiicing the surliiec-hurntosr stoves, as promising more ready 
cash and profits ; while the writer, compelled to make other arrange- 
ments, associated himself with oilier parlies, and continued his efforts to 
perfect the " Base- Uu ruing" stove. 

As a matter of policy, and in pari from necessity, the peculiar construc- 
tion of said stove was abandoned for a time; but the stove uexl constructed 
retained the same organization , so far as regarded the principle involved; 
varying from the former so far only that die "chamber" surrounding its 
magazine and the cover opening thereto, was divided into a series of 
"chambers"; the series noting and serving as an equivalent for the single 
"chamber." This stove was known in the market as the " Baihvay Coal 
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Burner," and, 08 is well known to the trade, was tile first " liasc-Btiruiug " 
slove ever made that proved to he a success. The outlet space from its 
fire-pot and magazine, and which was the burning point, was constructed 
of tire-brick or soap-stone; so made to obviate the defect causing the 
failure of the former stove. In this stove I found a success, and had 
the parties referred to been a little less cowardly, and, instead, possessed a 
litltle more confidence in the future, wiih the same efforts, a still greater 
success might have been achieved with the stove first made; in which 
event the " Railway Ooal Burner" would not have been produced. 

I regret the necessity of reference to these parties, but such is duo to 
the public; tor without audi reference, the information relating to the 
science of Base-Burning, which this work is intended to give, cannot ho 
sufficiently stated. Had their acts been just and proper, they would 
have received due credit; but being highly improper and unjust, they 
must sudor the consequences. 

The "Railway Coal Burner," which was the only "Base-Burning" 
stove then in market, was sold extensively from 185U to 18G1, during 
which time the slove first made was not forgotten, as, prior to lgfiO, my 
pious ror re-constructing it were carefully considered and perfected, as I 
was determined that the next attempt should be a success, and n stove 
produced Which would bo valuable so long as anthracite coal was burned. 

Proceeding with caution, to 183S, I constructed a fire-pot which was 
devised in 1853, to obviate the defect of the stove then made. This fire- 
pot was tested in the stove of 1853, by using it in my own house during 
the winter of 1851); and by its satisfactory operation proved conclusively 
to my mind, that if the same had been done in 1B54, and the stove put in 
market by manufacturers well established in the business, and who were, 
in, fast, friendly to the stove, it would in one season have gained a popu- 
larity that has required years to establish. 

This invention was patented for seventeen years from, the SGtii June, 
1861, by the following claim : 

"What I claim as my invention and de- 
sire to secure by Letters Pa lent is, in tile 
construction of the class or stoves which 
have n magazine for reservo coal, and an 
external case which surrounds the fire -pot, 
and encloses a space into which the pro- 
ducts of combustion pass sidewiso til rough 
apertures in the fire-pot, I he employment 
of soap stone, fire-brick, or other equivalent 
refractory or indestructible and slowly con- 
ducting material to compose that part of the 
fire-pot or burning chamber between or im- 
Firo-Pot. mediately around said " apertures." 

After testing this invention I proceeded, in 1800 and ISM, to rc-consbnict 
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the stovo of 1353, and produced three sizes, which were introduced to the 
traduin 1801, under the name and trade mark of the "Morning Glory." 

It will lie observed that the stove, as made originally, had 1 perfect or- 
ganization so far as regarded the protection of iia magazine; and the llict 
that the " Morning Glory," ils prototype iu principle, was ao popular, even 
Trom the start, is evidence of a feeling in the minds of the public in favor 
of the stove of 1IH53, and of the folly or wickedness of those who con- 
tributed to its unpopularity. The present pattern of the "Morning 
Glory" is nothing more nor less Ibau the stove of 1853, with inventions 
and improvements, relating to these stoves w n class, added, which were 
produced after having obtained a better knowledge of the subject,, and 
which would have been produced betbre, bad circumstances permitted, 
in 1854, what was not done until 18GQ. 

Thus it will be seen that Lhe production of the "Morning Glory" was 
simply to combine, in a practicable tbrm, various correct principles of 
construction, some of which were devised as early as 185U, but not given 
to the public iiTil.il 1861, and after it was safe to so construct tbis invalu- 
able burner as to more perfectly adapt it to ils original purpose. 

It was then assumed upon my seven years' practical experience with 
these stoves: — 

First. That the air-supplying grate at the bottom of the fire-pot ought 
to be so constructed as to allow the removal therefrom of the slate and 
oilier incombustible substances which accumulate therein, without ex- 
tinguishing lhe fire. 

Second. That more direct and enlarged radiation from the burning 
coal would he highly beneficial, and might be accomplished by increasing 
the beating power, and by the more equal diffusion of heat through the 
surrounding chamber. 

Third. To the same end, and that more beat might be communicated 
to all parts of tbe surrounding chamber, the outer ease required to be so 
constructed as to become more intensely heated, both by tbe direct radia- 
tion from the burning coal, and from the beat of combustion proceeding 
therefrom and dtll'nsing itself over the in tenor surface of the case. 

Fourth, F6r tbe double purpose of securing it belter outer illumination, 
and a more beneficial diffusion of tbe beat radiating from the outer sur- 
face of ibe case, it would be important to give to it such a form, and so 
to dispose the windows, that the light might bo reflected upward, also, to 
u sutlieienl extent, horizontally, and that a portion of the heat from the 
lower part of tbe case should be reflected downward. 

Fifth. Coal-Burners of this class, when in operation, generate and re- 
tain in their fuel-magazine highly inflammable mixtures, varying iu quan- 
tity according to the quality of tbe coal and to the proportion of moisture 
it contains. Tbe sudden intermixture of these gases with atmospheric 
nir will cause explosions, and hence it becomes important, when the mag- 
azine is to be opened for tbe purpose of replenishing it, by some convenient 
arrangement, first to free it from such gases. 
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Sixth. Tbe burner should be so constructed that when in operation no 
atmospheric air can enter the fuel-magazine ; and to this end some pro- 
vision Is indispensable for carrying off, through the exit thio, any air that 
may find entrance at tbe top of the burner. 

Sa&nth, The burner should be so constructed that the hot products 
of combustiun emitted from the lire-pot shall have room for immediate 
expansion; that tbey shall be retained nt the point of expansion long 
enough to part with a large share of their beat; and that they shall then 
pass to a gradually contracting part of the chamber; because, by this 
means, tbey will be made to impart an increased and more uniform de- 
gree of heat to the whole of the transmitting case, 

Eitjhth, For the purpose of giving to the burner tbe highest degree of 
efficiency, and of saving fuel, it should be so constructed that the hot pro- 
ducts of combustion may be forced into full contact with all parts of tbe 
surrounding case throughout its) whole extent, including its front and its 
extreme upper and rear portions, and then be turned downward to tbe 
exit flue. 

Ninth, When used for warming the apartment in which it is placed, 
the burner should be so constructed ns to transmit the largest share of ils 
heat from the front, and a portion of it toward the floor of the apartment. 

Tenth. Wlion to be used for the last mentioned purpose, the burner 
should be so constructed that bits of coal acoldeutly dropped upon lhe 
floor, or any refuse matter, may be readily and conveniently got rid of 
by depositing them in the magazine ; and for this purpose should be pro- 
vided with a sliding cover over the magazine, upon which, on opening 
the outer cover, such bits of coal or refuse matter may be thrown, and, 
after replacing the outer cover, bo projected into the magazine by simply 
drawing the sliding cover. 

These various inventions, or improvements, all relating to the same 
subject matter, were secured to nie for seventeen years by Letters Patent, 
bearing date December 0th, 18(i3, in tbe following claims: 



First. " The mill-grate, constructed and opor-

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The first, patterns of theso stoves, those sold in 1861-2, and a port of 
those sold in 1803, embodied the above mentioned inventions; but desir- 
ing more heat from the base, in 18(?y the interior construction was modi- 
fied, and the improvements then produced— which are embodied in tbo 
present stove— were patented for seventeen years from August 18, 18G3, 
by the following claims:

There was granted, on tho 13th of March, 1800, a patent for seventeon 
years lot the hinge to the cover of these stoves, with the following 

claim : 

"A detachable cover and its seat, re- 
spectively provided with a pin and an 
.opening, so constructed as to engage or 
j lock with each other, for the purpose of* 
'hinging and securing a cover upon an open-topped vessel, 
substantially as described." 

Thus it will be seen that the present pattern of the " Morning Glory" 
stove embodies twenty-four distinct and separate inventions, or improve- 
ments, under patents now in force, besides I he original inventions that 
were patented January 24, 1854. 

The United States have granted to ine for the terms of years men- 
tioned iu these patents, " &e full and exclusive iugiit and liberty of 
making:, using ami vending to others to be used," these various inven- 
tions: therefore it is a -violation of law, besides making a fraudulent use 
of my property, for any person to make, sell or use, any of them, excepting 
those of 1804, without my authority. 

The law of patents is such that any person, though lie may have pur- 
chased in good faith, is liable to an action for in ft in gem cut fur selling, or 
mmy, even a single stove which embodies any of these inventions, the 
paten Is for which arc now in force, ualess Ihc stove was matte or sold by 
the patentee, or some one authorized by him to do so. 

This law was made to protect the rights of tho public; but it is pecu- 
liar in that it declares that an " invention" shall be the exclusive property 
of the " inventor "for a certain term of years ; and therefore it is as much 
the duty of the public to sustain this law as it is to sustain any law ; and 
as wrong to join hands with those who violate it, and approprjalc the 
property of others to their own use, as it would be to cooperate iu the 
violation of any law. Taking this view of the matter— and no honest 
man can take a different one— it will be conceded that no person can 
have any more moral right to purchase and use a stove that iu its con- 
st ruction has apptoptiated, without right, my inventions, knowing that 
such is the case, than to purchase and use my hat and boots, knowing 
them to have been stolen. 

There ate various grades of infringers, but the meanest grade that I 
have had lo deal with, — and I think tho case is without its equal iu atro- 
city,— is the instance where OH irresponsible party falsely represented 
that he was tho " agent for the owner of them patents for the States of 
New YowKwirt Connecticut," and that he was putting these inven- 
tions in practice. This unjust ptctciision lias been put forth in the most 
shameless manner, and by a party totally irresponsible, being an Insolv- 
ent to the extent of several hundred thousand dollars, and therefore 
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justifying the suspicion thai he was and is simply a " cat's paw " put for- 
ward by those who were responsible, and wlio were equally anxious lor 
plunder. 

This man, who lias thus claimed to own ray inventions, h:is at the same 
lime sought in every manner possible to so avoid llicm as to make il dif- 
ficult to call his associates, the responsible parties, to account as infring- 
ers; they evidently talcing Ibis precaution, fearing that the scheme to 
deprive me of the privilege of using my own property at Albany might 
fail, as it has. While making this pretension, and publishing far and 
wide that he, n..» agent, was the owner of these inventions " by purchase 
and assignment," his associates wore placing themselves in such a posi- 
tion that, in answer to a suit from ine, to be able, with considerable 
plausibility, to make answer that none of their "gains anil profits, arose 
in fraud of any Icr/al rights of mine; preparing to lake the position that 
it was the public they have been defrauding, if fraud it was, ami not me; 
that their "gains and profits" not being made by the. me of my inven- 
tions, are not recoverable by me in a suit for infringement. A good de- 
fence, if established, but very similar to the one made b3' a pick-pocket 
on trial for burglary, when pleading that lie was not guilty of the crime 
charged in the indictment, notwithstanding bis propensity to practice lha 
art of pocket-picking. 

Other classes of infringers are at -work, some of them following in the 
wake of these parties, taking the form without the substance; while 
others, apparently taking advantage of the circumstance, have taken my 
properly to fix up the exterior portions of their stoves, with as much 
coolness as though they expected the approbation of Hie public: for so 
doing. 

These remarks are not intended to apply to all who are manufacturing 
" Magazine" stoves. There are some honorable manufacturers, who suck 
in good faith to use only their owu inventions, together with that which 
lias become the properly of the public. With such manufacturers there 
is never any serious trouble, for when, by accident, they infringe, they are 
ready to change and avoid interference, or pay for what they have inad- 
vertently taken. I might mention several Instances where this has been 
done, but it will answer my purpose to state that all the magazine stoves 
in market that have been specially adapted for burning anthracite coal, 
which maintain perpendicular lines in the construction of their exterior 
eases (adopting the form of the stove of 1853, see page 0), either do not 
infringe my patents now in force, or have arranged to use a portion of 
my inventions. But all of those stoves adapted for burning anthracite coal 
winch have adopted the form of the "Morning Glory" are either infringe- 
ments, or bogus in character; having assumed the farm because it is pop- 
ular, or have taken my property in a fraudulent manner. 
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The purposo of this pamphlet is to give such a description of my In- 
ventions, that any person can determine whether or not any particular 
stove embodies them, or a portion of them ; and if any, how much ; and 
whether or not a stove which infringes in some respects, is, in fact, a de- 
sirable stove for use. 

The careful investigator will discover that a large share of my inven- 
tions relate to tho magazine, and to the chamber which surrounds it, their 
objeet being to enhance the value of those two elements, by making theui 
more effective ; and it is contended that these are the material parts of the 
stove, and that the other portions are subordinate to them. 

It is true that the " basin " or " fire-pot " and grate, which holds tho 
coal up to the burning point (the outlet from the magazine), are parts 
which require care in their construction ; particularly the grate, which 
should be so constructed as to dispose of the slate and slag, which cannot 
be burned, without the necessity of allowing the fire to go out. The 
"mill grate " wjis devised for this purpose, and in the ninety-eight thou- 
sand seven hundred and fourteen " Morning Glory" stoves that have 
been sold since 18(50, it has proved Itself to be a perfect adaptation, and a 
finishing of that part of the stove ; aud it is contended that, next in im- 
portance to the magazine and the conducting flue and healing chamber 
which surrounds it, is this item at the base called Ihe gralo. It is also 
contended that even with tho " mill grate," and a fire-pot of the most per- 
fect construction, if the magazine is defective, the stove will bo of but 
little practical value, — that such a stove will carry with it the seeds of its 
own destruction, which sooner or later will germinate and convince ite 
user that when purchasing it a poor selection was made. 

These statements being true, it follows that it would bo moderately 
care, notwithstanding my patents, for any person to make a stove so as lo 
resemble the " Morning Glory " in iii external appearance, and suspend a 
joint of stove pipe from its top plate over the centre of the fire-pot. It ia 
supposed that the "right" is perfect to call this bit of pipe a "magazine 
or feeder," as circumstances require, and the stove a " Base-Burner," in 
order to sell it ; but such are not the kind of " Base-Burners" that merit the 
patronage of the public, nor have they resulted from my inventions ; but 
ore a make-believe, got up to sell, because the common surface-burners will 
not sell, owing to the success of the " Morning Glory." 

Various kinds of evasion have been resorted to, In -some instances a 
cylinder left open at the top, and made very small from the middle to its 
lower end, has been suspended in the centre of the stove ; sometimes ad- 
justable and sometimes not, and called a "feeder," which is proper; as it 
not only feeds the coal relieved of a portion of its combustible properties 
to the iire-pot, but it also feeds this same combustible, uuburned, from ita 
open top to the chimney flue. 

In some instances, this open-topped feeder has been made larger, to 
make it seem like a magaziuc, and lined with brickat the lower end (a wise 



precaution), having openings through it3 skies just above tlie brick, Tliifl 
construction, so far as to facilitating the escape of the volatile combustible 
unburned, is preferable to the first-named construction, from the fact that 
it heats the coal to a higher degree before dtsch urging it to the fire-pot, 
and thus evolves more of its gases to go to waste. 

In some instances, this "feeder" has been made open at its sides tlirougn- 
out its whole extent. This, so far as to facilitating the escape, unburned, 
of the volatile combustible, aud the consequent waste of fuel, is very 
greatly in advance of cither of the before-mentioned constructions, as 
iv ill bo apparent upon the slightest examination. 

In some instances, the chamber to contain the coal has been very much 
contracted at its lower end, practically making it a "teeder" only; 
although at the top, it being large, it appears to be a magazine. It is 
placed high up from the fire-pot, in order that the iron, cfT which it is 
composed, may not burn out Such a construction will expose to view 
through the mica windows a large pile of coal, in a partial state of 
ignition only ; and necessarily so, because the top surface aud the outlet 
space from the fire-pot being so far from the grate, and so much larger 
than the inlet space for the air tlirougli the grate, the coal at the top 
cnuuot be consumed, but Is converted into carbonic oxyde aud passed to 
the chimney and wasted. 

If it is desirable to waste fuel, the last mentioned construction should 
be commended in preference to either of those before mentioned, for the 
reason that its only available points of heat are the sides of the fire-pot, 
and such a stove can only be made (o heal by a groat destruction of fuel. 

All of these evasions are called "Base-Burners," but noue of them are 
the result of my inventions, unless it be that their manufacture hits been 
a resort made necessary by the success of the " Morning Glory," and tho 
inability of manufacturers to sell anything not called a " Base-Burner." 

Another class of these so-called " Base-Burners" is the magazine stove 
as it was prior to the date of any of my inventions or improvements, tho 
great defect of which I have already pointed out, My illuminating case, 
the patent for which expired in 1808, has been added to these old stoves, 
so that they are made to look very respectable, and therefore are well 
adapted to bo taken for " Base-Burners," wheu in fact they are simply tho 
old " Magazine " stove having my illuniiuatlng case added. 

In 1863 (sue page 16), I patented a method of cousti'u cling the lower 
end of a suspended magazine when composed of fire-brick (tho shoulder 
upon the brick and a corresponding shoulder upon the iron cylinder), by 
which the bricks are kept from going down during the unequal expansion 
of the two substances, which takes place on starling the flro. 

It would be difficult to use brick in constructing the lower end of such 
a magazine without infringing this patent This feature, together with 
the " mill-grate," patented in 1SG3, is very important) so much so that 
without thorn the " Morning Glory " could not have achieved its present 
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reputation. Imitators have not interfered with either of these inven- 
tions, notwithstanding the chief among them has published far and wido 
thai bo was the " agent for the owner of the patent for the Statm of Mew 
You it and Connecticut." 

But it has boon found necessary for some of these imitators to do some- 
thing to the lower end of the " feeder," or magazine, as the ease may 
be ; and therefore they now construct them hollow, introducing a current 
of air to circulate in this hollow space, aud from that direction to tho 
lop of the burning coal ; thus admitting that a great depth or coal ignited 
is only being wasted by passing a portion or Us combustible properties 
to Ihe chimney unburned; but it will be found, as time progresses, that 
such admission of air will increase rather than remedy the difficulty, by 
ita checking the action of the stove, and causing a poorer quality of com- 
baslion within the fire-pot. 

The absurdity of such a plan is shown by the fact that such " feeders " 
or magazines, do not readily molt and come to pieces. That Ibey do not, 
proves conclusively that no additional combustion takes place. The only 
gas coming from the top of an anthracite coal fire that will burn is car- 
bonic oxyde— carbon half oxydized— and to combine the other portion of 
oxygen with it, which must be done to burn it, requires a temperature of 
both the air and gas of nearly one thousand degrees of heat ; and if a 
chemical union is thus effected, the temperature at the pobit of ignition 
will be increased from three to five-fold ; and as iron melts at n less tem- 
perature, the lower end of the " feeder," or magazine, would be destroyed 
within ihe first twelve hours of such burning. 

Air will mix with such gases and make them more apparent to the 
vision, giving the Beller of such a Blove a fino chance to talk about gas- 
burning; but this is not combustion, ami while it does not evolve any 
heat, il actually cools those gasos on their upward passage. All the air 
which enters tho stove abea the ignited coal, only tends to cool ifs upper 
portions aud make it less effective; and for tins reason the case forming 
Uie chamber around the magazine, and receiving the highly heated pro- 
ducts of combustion from the fire-pot, ought to be as near air-tight as 
possible ; and the effect will be precisely the same, whether air is permit- 
ted to pass in through the hollow magazine to this chamber or through 
openings of the same size made in the surrounding case. 

Another objection to such admission of air through the boilow maga- 
zine is the fact that it eools and reduces the temperature at the point 
where active combustion must take place, if at all ; which is contrary to 
the correct and established theory. But this may aid the imitators and 
save Uiem from the charge or infringement for copying certain form*, 
which, in tiie " Morning Glory," have for their object to increase the tem- 
perature at which combustion is to take place. 

The chamber surrounding the fire-pot and magazine necessarily forms 
the heating surface of tho stove, and also the conducting fiue chamber to 
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receive Ibe heated products from the fire-pot, and impart their available 
beat while passing tliem to the exit flue and chimney. How important, 
then, that this current passing from the place of combustion to the exit 
flue shall lie as highly hatted- as possible on tetmng the point of combustion; 
ami retained mid circulated within this chamber as long aa possible, in 
order to have an. economical stove,— one that will Impart the greatest 
amount of heat iu proportion to the amount of fuel consumed. 

The devices necessary to produce such a result arc : 

First. A prop ed y cons Ir ucled " co v (: red ra agnzine,' ' on o as 1 arge as the 
size of flic stove will permit, and nearly as large in diameter at its nutlet 
as the grate at the bottom or the fire-poL It should be (at least its cover 
opening) completely immersed within the chamber receiving the products 
of combustion from the lire-pot, in order to prevent the entrance of atmos- 
pheric air under this cover to the fuel it contains when the stove is in 
operation. I believe tlicre is ho oilier method by which this can be avoided. 
Its lower end should he composed of some non-combustible and slowly 
conducting material, such as fire-brick, as this part of it, in its proper 
adjustment to the fire-pot, forms lie burning point. And, as it is highly 
advantageous to retain heat at this poiut in order to consummate a 
complete combustion of the fuel, it must be composed of some non-com- 
bustible substance, in order to accomplish this with safety to tho stove. 
Iron will not answer the purpose if the magazine is so adjusted to the fire- 
pot that a perfect combustion can be, and is, produced. 

Sccojid. The magazine thus constructed, should be so adjusted that 
tho space between its lower end and top of the fire-pot, shall not be more 
than equivalent to the size of the grate. 

Third. There is no doubt that with the first fire, or for the first forty- 
eight hours after starting a fire, the operation would be more perfect if tho 
fire-pot was lined with brick or soap-stone ; but this, with the " Horning 
Glory," has not been done, and for the reason that, if so lined, clinkers 
would adhere to its sides, and require removal, which cannot be done 
without much inconvenience. A iire-pot made of iron, and so constructed 
that a certain amount of ashes will adhere to its sides, forms a lining to 
which clinkers will not adhere ; and they cannot adhere to the brick end 
of a magazine, for tho reason that tho coal hi its descent removes and 
prevents any accumulation at that point, which would not bo the case 
with the fire-put, it being a resting place for tho coal. 

Fourth. To carry out this plan, and make tho best use of a brick-Unetl 
magazine and an a*hcs-lincd fire-pat, tho grate on which tho coal rests re- 
quires to be so constructed as to remove with ease the substances that 
cannot bo burned, without lotting the fire go out. Letting it go out to 
make such removal also removes the lining of ashes, Which will lake soma 
days to replace after starting the next fire. It ia claimed that for this pur- 
pose the " mill-grate" is a perfect adaptation ; and that no other grate can 
accomplish this purpose in a satisfactory maimer. 
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Fifth, To make the beat use of these elements, the case to surround 
them should be so constructed as to tie uniformly heated throughout its 
whole extent. And it is claimed that this can only be done in pari by Che 
form of the case., and iu part by properly cons line ted interior devices. 

By fortn only can the lower part of the case, which receives the heat 
from the sides of the fire-pot, reflect it toward the floor of the apartment. 

By form only can the case above the fire- pot be enlarged so as to giye 
room for the requisite expansion of the highly- hen ted products of oom- 
liualiou, as they issue from the burning coal, and permit them to pang freely 
from the combustion point. 

My form only can the illuminating space be Increased in size ; and it is 
also by 'form that this enlarged surface is made to incline in over the fire 
so aa to become more intensely heated than it would be if perpendicu- 
lar lines were preserved in lis construction. 

liyform only can the case above the illuminalmg space be contracted ; 
which is necessary, not only to secure II lo requisite de ten Lion, but from 
the fact that, as the volume of heated products will contract just in propor- 
tion as they part with their beat, they require to bo passed lo a more 
contracted space iu order to continue lo imparl an equally intense heat 
lo the con I rue Led porlious of the case. 

Thus fin- lUcfnrm may lie made instrumental iu producing a beneficial 
result; but beyond this, and when the healed producls have passed to tho 
contracted part of the case, they should be li rough t to thu front region of 
the stove, and near the top of said case caused tu bo passed through a. 
still more contracted space,— an aperture not wore than one-twelfth the 
size of the outlet from the fire-pol. This can only bo accomplished by a 
proper interior construction ; and by this means the escaping current may 
he retarded, and caused to imparl an intense heat lo the upper cylindrical 
portion or the case, as well as to the lower portions; and passing said 
aperture at tho front of the stove lo properly constructed Dues, over the 
lop of the magazine, they will impart an intense heat to the whole upper 
part also, and willi an ordinary chimney draught will leave only suffi- 
cient in die escaping producls as is necessary to maintain a heated cur- 
rent wilhin the chimney flue, which is requisite to Lhe satisfactory opera- 
tion of a*iy stove, 

Arlieles of value may be known by comparison, and sometimes they 
are only to be discovered iu this manner. This is peculiarly tho case with 
"Base-Buruiug" stoves, and for the reason that the great mass of people 
do not have the same knowledge of them as they do of other stoves. 

It is but a few years since my inventions, which gave life lo the " fJase- 
Bumlng" stove, as all must admit, were known; and therefore i[ is not 
presumpLuous lo assume that the great mass or people do not yet have the 
requisite kuowledge to discriminate and determine as to the merits or the 
various stoves now In market claiming to be " Base -Burners," unless it. be to 
judge by comparison, after they have learned what constitutes a " Base- 
It n ruing" stove.

Biuns, by freeing the magazine of the gases contained in It before opening 
the outer cover, bo found in any of them. Some of these imitations lire so 
made its to appear externally to employ Ibis invention, but on removing 
the top plate of such stoves, the cheat will be disclosed. 

Neither ■will be found in them a closed magazine, or " feeder," having its 
lower end composed of fire-brick, or any other non-combustible material 
(patent of 18GB); and I contend that a practical "Base-Burning" stovo 
cannot be made and permit title part of it to be composed of iron. 

Neither will there be found in them a stove so constructed as to be taken 
apart by dividing il int(> sections, so us to repair litem readily (same patent), 

Neither will there be found in them a covered magazine, so made and 
applied as to be separate from the surrounding case wlten the stovo i3 in 
use, and that will not injure the case by lis use, and that can be taken 
out for repairs without taking the stove apart (patent of 180S), or any 
other feature secured by this patent. 

These inventions, so far as relates to the economy of the stove, its 
durability, case of management and convenience in repairing, are the 
essential features of the "Morning Glory," not one of which are to bo 
round in any other atove, and probably will not be until the expiration 
of my patents. 

The public will discover, upon a careful investigation, that there is a 
wide difference between stoves of litis character now in market; and 
that this difference is mainly owing to the fact that " Magazine " stoves 
wore made mauy years ago; which fully accounts for this sort of stovo 
being so numerous at ihe present time. This is also lite principal 
reason why the ordinary atove makers are at liberty lo aid in supplying 
a demand" for "Base-Burning" stoves, which ha* been produced by my 
iniY-ntioiis alone. 

There cannot be a greater error than to suppose that because a stove 
is so conslructed that its makers have some reason to call it a " Baso- 
Buruer," that it is worthy of patronage, " Like produces like "; so in 
stoves as in the vegetable kingdom ; and if a stove invented many years 
ago failed, owing to a defective organization, the same will again occur 
if the same cause exists. It is a fact easy to be substantiated, that there 
are a large number of stoves in market claiming to be " Base-Burners" 
which are duplicates in principle of construction of lite old machine, and 
which are far inferior in point of fact to the common stove, and would 
soon give place lo litem were it not for the fact that my inventions are 
kept so prominently before the public. 

The "Base-Burning" stove is a scientilic machine, which requires to 
be made by ttioso skilled in the art, in order to insure a correct construc- 
tion, while the surface-burner can bo made by any stove maker, it being 
as easy lo construct as it is lo build a fire upon the ground ; and it is 
unreasonable to suppose that ordinary stove makers, who have only bad" 
experience with common stoves, can suddenly " turn their coats " and 
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embark in the production of "Base-Burning" stoves, to the advantage 
of the public, as well as to themselves. 

In considering this question it should be remembered that I have had 
eighteen years' experience in this matter; (hat compel iters cannot safely 
follow in my footsteps ; and that they do not so follow mo in the most 
material features. They can copy my forms, and thus appear to do this ; 
but the time has not yet come when other manufacturers can avail them- 
selves of my inventions brought into legal existence with the " Morning 
Glory." 

It should also be remembered that none of these competitors have any 
belter opportunities at Ihe present time than I have; nor more experi- 
ence in stoves of this character than I had at the commencement; and 
if eighteen years devoted exclusively to a particular class of items is 
worth anything, besides the protection of tny patents, by such experience 
I am so much the better able to keep in advance of those who pretend, 
and who would like to follow me, but who dare not do so to such extent 
as lo make them selves clearly amenable to the law. 

I am disposed, as heretofore, to lie enthusiastic in commending a prin- 
ciple in which I have taken so deep an interest. I commenced in lids 
way, and with the whole community to contend with, I have thus pur- 
sued the matter until the number of my stoves in use can be counted by 
thousands, aud have lived to see a complete change in the minds of the 
public with reference to them. 

In 1853 the " Base-Burning" stove had no friends save its constructor. 
At the present time, the whole community being in its favor, it has no 
enemies save those who would prostitute its virtues In order to make 
money ; and it must be conceded that this change in the minds of the 
public is a victory gained that is seldom accomplished during the lire 
of any ono person. It is more than I expected, as my highest aspirations 
were to make a beginning for others to finish, trusting that I should 
receive a portion of the benefit. 

Had I taken the advice of friends, I should not have embarked in the 
enterprise; and so entbarklug, I was without friends, and was compelled 
to look to strangers for assistance, which was apparently a misfortune; 
but yet it may have been a blessing in disguise. 

It is uo easy thing to change tho mind of a community. TTlien that 
mind is made up it is seldom changed, except by tho passing away of 
those who moulded the opinions, and by influences brought to bear upon 
those who follow after them ; and the inventor who is compelled to work 
a change in tho mind of tho community before bis inventions will be 
truly valuable, has a dubious prospect before him, I was forewarned 
that this was my position, bul still pursued tho matter, and why I did so 
would be difficult to explain. 

I shall bo excused for relating in this connection two incidents of this 
personal history. After having discovered, as I supposed, the great 
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defect in the organization of tho "Magazine" store, I Lad an irresistible 
propensity to consult those who wore competent to advise in matters 
scientific; and therefore called upon various gentlemen of tliis stamp 
residing in different parts of tho country. From these interviews I was 
enabled to gather much valuable information, and thus more completely 
fortify my position. In every instance, so far as to the defective organi- 
zation of the stove in question, tlieir views corresponded with my own. 
At Hew York I called upon a gentlemen having a national reputation, 
ami who at the lime was in the employ of the United States Government 
This gentlemen treated me very handsomely, and, instead of Inking the 
mutter into consideration at our first meeting, named an hour when he 
would uicel me; at which time he approved of my views upon all 
material points. 

After llic subject was exhausted, and he had expressed his approval in 
very flattering terms, he remarked that he was In hopes that what he 
had said would not he the means of leading me into diflicully ; explained 
Unit ins approval hnd reference to the principle involved, and had not 
been expressed with n view to advise me to embark in the manufacture 
of such stoves. 

Tlds turn of affairs took me by surprise, as I had already been induced 
to commence tbo building of "castles in the dr." But as he had been 
frank in expressing his opi pious, I felt at liberty to call for an explana- 
tion, at the same time giving as my opinion that ft principle so correct, 
and of such apparent value, could not fail to meet the approbation of the 
public. To this he replied that I was in error; arguing that the minds 
of the people were all made up on this subject, and had been for many 
years, and to the effect thai coal was only to he burned in a certain way, 
and which was directly the opposite from " Base- Burning," Predicted 
that when making ell'orls to sell such stoves, it would be " up-hill" work, 
in that I would find the prejudice of every person to be against them; 
that before any money could be made, it would bo necessary to work a 
complete change in the minds of the public; and to do this, however 
dilligent I might be in the effort, even if I should succeed finally, it was 
lnu'dly possible that I would live long enough to receive any benefit 
from it. And, evidently with a view to dissuade me from the enterprise, 
he turned himself in his chair so as to face me, and calling me by name, 
paid, " Mr, L. you have the appearance of a man that would bo compe- 
tent to succeed in almost any feasible enterprise, and there are many 
such opportunities, and my advice is, that you drop this subject and 
take hold of something mors certain of a reward for your services." 

It would have been better had I never seen this gentleman. Had I 
believed him to be correct as to the feasibility of the enterprise I should 
have abandoned 11; but, persuading myself that he was in error, I pro- 
ceeded, although wilh " four and trembling." I had less confidence in suc- 
cess, and therefore the interview was an injury, besides it was the cause 
of much anxiety, and of maoy hours of unpleasant thought, 
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This was the Inst person of this stamp consulted prior to making the 
stove of 1853, In my view at that time it was sufficient, and that such 
interviews had better not be repeated. In some respects he was right, 
as I afterwwd discovered ; but as a whole ho was greatly in error, and 
ought not to have so treated the matter. From his stand-point he should 
have known that the world moves, and does not go backward ; and that 
a step in advance Is so much gained, and if rightly taken will never be 
receded from. 

As before stated, the stove of 1853 was not a success, though it was 
not bo much of a failure as claimed by its manufacturers. After this, 
and when the matter was at its lowest ebb, I felt as though my success, 
to a great extent, must depend upon having the aid of some person com- 
petent to advise in mutters of this character; and for various reasons I 
selected the late Dr. Nott as the proper person. With considerable 
doubt as to what the result might be, I called upon him at his rooms at 
Union College, Schenectady. And mark the difference between him and 
the gonllcman before referred to. So soon as I had explained what I 
proposed to do, he took me by the hand and assured me that I was the 
first and only person he had ever met thai had constructed, or had tried 
to construct, a stove upon correct principles; and upon asking him if he 
could be induced to aid in the matter by his advice and counsel, ho 
assured me that nothing would give him greater pleasure. 

This my firs t interview wilh this great and good man ended by his 
consenting to remove one of his own stoves from where he had used it 
for over thirty years, and have one of mine, as imperfect as it then was, 
put up in its place. The first and most pleasant result of this interview 
was the dissipation of the night-marc bearing mo down since my inter- 
view with the man of science at New York. 

I had no further occasion to call upon oilier men of science, and have 
never done so. But for several years, and as long as Dr. Nott was ablo 
to attend to business, I received his aid and counsel. Have taken stoves 
to his room at Schenectady, and taken them apart and put them together 
again in his presence for tho purpose of submitting to him their peculiar 
devices and construction; and many alterations were made at his sug- 
gestion, and afterward found to he advantageous. But the benefits 
derived from such suggestions were nothing in comparison to his aid in 
other respects. 

I was then full of ideas as to how the stove, under its now organiza- 
tion, ought to be constructed, some of which turned out to be erroneous. 
Jt was lm alone that was fully competent la *cUct Ifus wheat from the chaff; 
and this he did, causing me to discard many erroneous ideas I had bo- 
fore entertained, and giving me greater confidence in those that were 
of the genuine character; and in this way I was greatly aided by this 
eminent man; resulting, in my opinion, in tho production of a tnoro 
peifect stove than would ever have been produced by me had it not been 
my fortune to receive his aid. 
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Al till times, whether constructing or re-constructing theses staves, my 
SOlO purpose has been to make them more valuable. The views Of those 
not understanding dearly what constituted a " Base-Burner" I hare sel- 
dom taken into consideration ; and iu some instances I have lost trade 
hy not doing ao. But time hits shown that this was the proper course to 
bo pursued ; and that it undoubtedly has resulted in the production of a 
better stove and more friends, than if I hud undertaken, us man u I ao liners 
generally do, to cater to the notions of those who are evidently disposed 
to be friendly, but who arc incouipetent to construct a. stove of this char- 
acter ; and therefore there is nothing to regret on that score. 

I have great confidence in the " Morning Glory," and to such an extent 
that I do not hesitate to say, that at tho end of two seasons' use the party 
purchasing and so using one of these stoves will be better off, in the 
matter of dollars and ceil Is, to say nothing of their convenience, tbun 
if Ibr the same use imy other stove had been put up free of charge. 

TllO " LtTTIxEFIELD S'J'OVE MAKUFACTUTtDja CoMPAKY " for the pttSt 

three seasons have stood behind their customers and authorized Ihem to 
put these stoves up on trial in place of any other stove, and guarantee a 
saving in fuel of at least one-third. 

The information contained in this pamphlet is sufficient to serve as a 
key and guide, by which any person can learn what constitutes a genuine 
"Base-Burner"; and to condemn as unfit for purposes of economy the 
various stoves made in imitation of the " Morning Qlory," and claiming 
to be "Base-Burners"; and it has been my purpose to so state tho facts 
that any person can learn them ; but some there are who use these imi- 
tation stoves, nnd like them because of their cheerful appearance, and, 
not Inking the questiou of economy into consideration, speak well of 
them. To such I will say, It matters not how well yon are pleased with 
such stoves, if you desire to be better pleased, and to practice economy, 
please call upon any person who sells the "Morning Glory," and propose 
to hike one on trial and pay for it providing you like it bettor, and find 
It to be more economical than tlie stove you have been using, and your 
proposition will be accepted. 

I have no apology to make for writing this pamphlet, unless it be to 
the public for not sooner making known the facia herein contained. 1 
have had a desire to do this for some years past, hut tho circumstances 
did not seem to warrant it; but as imitators have grown prcsumploos, 
even to the extent of representing their imitations as being "improve-' 
moots" upon, nud " superior " to, the " Morning Glory," I could not longer 
permit such assurance to remain unexposed.

SPECIAL NOTICE. 



An intercourse of many years with those dealing in and using beating 
stoves, has convinced me that a majority of persons, when purchasing 
such stoves, select stze3 that are too small to heat economically I lie space 
required to be heated. It is poor economy to save three, four or even 
eight dollars, by taking a small size, and afterwards discover that it is 
too small for the work required of it. 

The " Morning Glory" stoves have been manufactured with a view of 
having them suited to rooms of certain Sizes. For a room of ordinary 
height of ceiling, and taking, to cover the floor, from 

15 to 30 square yards of carpet, a No. 19, 20 or 21 
20 to 25 " " " " 21 or 23 

25 to 35 " " " " 23 or 33 

35 to 45 " " " " 23 or 24 

45 to GO " " ' " " 35 or 30 

Should there be more than the usual number of openings (doors and 
windows), or any other cause to render the boating of the room more 
than ordinarily dililcult, a larger stove than indicated should be used. 

I would say to the trade, hotter lose tho sale of a stove, than permit 
one of these stoves to be sold for use in a place where you know it is not, 
or have doubts as to its being large enough to heat the space required of it. 

Few persons realize that a room 21 tect by 21| feet is more than twice 
as large as one 15 by 15, or that one, the coiling of which is 12 feet high, 
has one-third more cubic feet of space than one of the same size and i) 
feet ceiling. 

Nos. 20, 28, 30 and 32, High Top, are designed for large, rooms, halls, 
stores, etc., and the size used should bo selected according to the size of 
the room. 

The above remarks are based upon my own experience and observa- 
tion, nud are submitted to the trade and the public, with tho hope that 
they may have a beneficial effect.

AUXILIARY FOR TIIE PURPOSE OF IIEATING THE BASE 

t MORE THOROUGHLY; A RECENT INVENTION, FOR 

WHICH LETTERS PATENT WERE GRANTED TO ME 

ON THE 21st- DAY OF FEBRUARY, 1871, SECURING THE 

FOLLOWING CLAIMS : 

" In combination with direct- drought stoves, the employment of an 
inverted syphon, the short arm of which communicates with the combus- 
tion-chamber, find the long arm with the smoke-pipe, for conveying a 
portion of the products of combustion to the base, substantially as set 
forth." 

It is well known that I have regarded a " Revertible Flue " as un- 
fit to he employed in " Ease-Burning" stoves, and for the following 
reasons : 

J^iret, That when such flue is 'used, a proper combustion of the fuel 
cannot be produced, from the fact that the gaseous products of combus- 
tion, carbonic acid, being turned down below the fire-pot, prevents its 
free escape from it, resulting in filling the interstices among the ignited 
and heated coal with such gases, so that air cannot freely pass amongst 
it, as it should to properly support combustion, producing u. dead rcdjlre, 
when it should be so supplied with oxygen (air) as to cause it to burn 
with a white glow of had; and 

Second. That, with such stoves (ihe revertible flue being used), these 
gaseous products will also accumulate in that part of the stovo above the 
fire-pot, and will (the stove never being gas tight) escape to poison the 
air of the room. 

These were my views when constructing the first pattern of the 
" Morning Glory," and, not having seen any thing to change those views, 
and much to confirm them, a " Revertible Flue " uill net be applied 
to the " Monwrao Glory " stove. 

It is advantageous to so construct a stove that its whole surface can bo 
uniformly heated, but not at the expense of a correct principle of con- 
struction. This was in j' purpose when, in 1803, 1 constructed the No, 3 
stove, the suspended fire-pot, the bnse forming a chamber surrounding it ; 
which stove, it is contended, will warm its base more completely than 
any " Revertible Flue " stove now in use, providing its ash-pan is cleaned 
out once per day, and the coal burned is of proper size and quality, aud 
the stove properly treated. 
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But some people will not empty the ash-pan, nor be particular about 
the size or quality of the coal ; nor sue to it that the stove has any atten- 
tion ; and in this way the object of tbiit invention can be, and is some- 
times, defeated. 

A "Itcvci'tible Flue" stove in the hands of such persons may obviate 
ihetr difficulty ; but in doing so it can but produce one of far greater 
magnitude. 

Who would not prefer to wmin their room even with a stove having a 
cold base rather than live in an atmosphere tainted with a deadly poison ? 

But the world moves, and it has been my purposo not to fall behind in 
improvements. 

I have, therefore, souglu out a plan, without violating a correct prin- 
ciple, for mom eli'ectuully beating the base of the stove, anil which will 
couliuuo to heat the base of the stove so long as the fire continues to 
burn. 

I accomplish this by resorting to a well known principle, the Syp/iari., 
which is a bent tube, whoso arms are of unequal length, which being 
filled, and the short arm inserted into a filled cask, will empty it from the 
bung-bole, providing the long arm extends below the opposite side of it. 

To accomplish my purpose, I have inverted the syphon, us, for this 
purpose, it is to convey a volatile instead of a fixed fluid. I place the 
short arm (one or more flues leadiug to the base) so as to communicato 
with the hunted products of combustion contained in the chamber above 
the fire-pol; and the long arm (a flue) so as to lead from the base, and 
discharge into the exit flue and smoke pipe, while the bent portion forms 
an annular chamber (a flue) in the stove-bottom. 

The cut but imperfectly represents the invention, but showing the flue 
in the base, which is very large. This due, at the rear and between the 
upright portions of the syphon (flues leading down and up), is divided by 
an upright, partition crossing it, so thai the huat taken lu at the short arm 
(the flue or fines leading to the base) will pass down and around the 
whole periphery of the base before it can reach the long arm (the ascend- 
ing due), and pass upward to the exit flue and chimney. 

The upright portions of the syphon (a flue or flues), leading down and 
tip, are made quitu small, the purpose being to retard the circulating cur- 
rent ■while in the boat, keeping it there as long as possible, taking time to 
Hi] said chamber with heat and equal lime to empty it, the current being 
retarded by the small uess of the descending and ascending lines. 

On starting the fire, the long arm of the syphon (the ascending flue) is 
heated by the direct action of the fire, heating the air withiu it, and 
causing it to move upward. At the same time, the heated current from 
the fire on its passage over the magazine to the exit pipe, passes parallel 
with (see arrows) and hastens to unite with the discharging current. 

These two forces create a partial vacuum wilhiu the ascending Hue, 
sullieitml to displace the air from all parts of tbu syphon (the descending 
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flue or flues and the flue in the base) when, its the flue in the base must 
bo filled, the short arm (the descending Hue or flues) being to communi- 
cation with the chamber, receiving the heat from the tire-pot, will receive 
il to the extent ol their capacily, and so fdl the enlarged flue in the base, 
and maintain a heated current in that direction so long as the firo con- 
tinues to burn, and this without apparently diminishing the heat from 
other portions of the stove. 

It will be observed that this iuveutlon is simply an addition to the 
stove us heretofore constructed ; that it is harmless in its character, as it 
works no change, unless for the better; and that, unlike ft " Rcvurtiblo 
Flue " stove, it will not put an end to valuable lives, even though the flue 
should become filled with soot and ashes ; as, even in that case, i\\n stove 
would still perform the same as though this invention had never been 
thought of. Beware of " GouitieifeiU" and " Confidence Operators." 

Since this invention was introduced to the public, this class of stove 
makers have commenced the use of the word " Syphonial," and in some 
instances " Syphon "; attempting to use those terms to sell the ordinary 
" Revertible Flue " stove, whicli sometimes powom and km people.

PREFACE. 

See that the stove is perfect; that the lnica. windows are properly 
fitted, See also that the pipe is properly fitted, and that there la no 
other opening to the same "flue left open, 

STARTING THE EIRE. 

Proceed as with any stove ; havo it bum slowly at first; leave 
the reservoir cover open when igniting the kindlings, to avoid smok- 
ing the windows. Bnpply hard coal at first in sumll quantity, and 
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when once ignited nil the reservoir full and close its cover, and keep it 
cloned at all limes, except when it becomes necessary to supply coal. If 
this cover is left open, or opened fa hasten the action of the stove, it per- 
mits the whole muss of coal to become ignited,

and will destroy the interior arrangements by owning item up, and cause 
tlw coal to watte away the same an in a common stow. 

EXPLOSIONS AND ESCAPE OF GAS. 
To re-fill with coal, the reservoir cover should be first opened, and 
thereby avoid the escape of gas to the room. After supplying coal, first 
close the outer cover, then the reservoir cover. This invention, the 
object of which is to prevent tlio escape of gas to the room, is patented 
irrespective of its peculiar construction. No "Ruse-Burning" stove is 
or can he safe in those respects that does not employ this invention, 

RE-KINDLING. 
"When the fire is out from neglect to supply coal, shake out the ashes, 
and kindle on the old coal the same as on the grate in the first instance, 
which can be done with ease, unless the quantity remaining more than 
fills the pot, in which case shako out a portion until the depth is only 
from four to six inches, which will ignite from the top and burn down to 
the bottom. 

PERPETUAL BURNING 

To keep the fire over night, shako out the ashes and slag by means of 
the " Mill Grate." See that tte reservoir is well supplied with coal. Nearly 
close the draft register, and open tho regulator on the lop cover, so as to 
permit cold air to pass in at the top, which will chock tho draught and 
cool the stove, so that the coal will burn slowly during the night, and 
the stove be in fine condition for action in the morning. 

SIZE OF COAL. 
Small coal mv*l be used, tliough Ibis Is not so important as with somo 
of my former stoves. All sizes of tho " Morning Glory " will do well 
with a size of coal that is suitable for a No. 7 cook stove ; but they will 
do far better if proper attention is paid to adapt the size to the sine of 
the stove; say for Nob, 19, 30 and 21, chestnut or nut size; 22, 23 and 
24, nut size ; 25, 20, 38, 30 and 32, small stove size. Never select the size 
of coal to bo burned by looking at the grate, it being a "mill grate," and 
not open across its entire surface, permits a large opening at the centre. 
More coal will pass through (lie grate and be wasted when too large for 
the siz.c of the stove, than when it is quite small, owing to the fact that 
if the coal is too large, combustion ceases after a time, immediately 
above and upon the grate, and such imperfectly burned coals are milled 
through with the ashes and slag; whereas, if it is small and of the 
proper size, none will pass through after starting the first fire.

BASE-BURNER DAYS.

There lias long hcen a popular wail in society and literature over II 10 
disappearance of the open wood lire. Iliilierto there hiis hcen some rea- 
son for the lamentation ; hut it exists no lunger, as I propose to show. 

Very dear to tiie Saxon heart is Hie fireside, whether from knowledge 
or tradition, It may have hounded a yawning cavern, wherein huge 
logs hi a zed together ; or u more decorous opening of five feci hy two, 
wherein split sticks gently crackled and burned; hut in either case it 
meant warmth, light, home. To be sure, tho comfort was somewhat 
unequal. The great cliimnoy carried away not only smoke, hut much 
heat, whose loss was made good hy a rush of cold air through cracks in 
doors and windows, giving rise to that peculiar physical condition known 
as " roasting in front and freezing behind." Tlieu the fire must he con- 
tinually rep 1 e i ush ed , and en cl i morn i n g t eht i il t . I f h ap ly re tl coals could 
bo disinterred from their ashy grave, the fire waa soon started ; if not, it 
was a work of time and skill. 

By and hy sloves were invented— black, ugly things they were, too, 
holding inside a fiery mass, hidden from human eye. But they gave out 
heat, and that steadily, and they grew iu favor. Fire-places were shut 
up, and the family gathered around Hie dark cylinders. It was " the 
fireside" still, hut the soul had departed. Some genius now invented 
tho IVirnace ; ami the fireplace took up its abode iu tho cellar, whence it 
sent streams of hot air in pipes over the house. If anybody wan not 
warm enough, he went and stood over a hole; in the fluor. Tho strongest 
imagination could not call this "a fireside," and except in speech and 
literature it w'us known no more. People spoke of their fireside ; news- 
papers were printed " for the family and fireside"; but the real thing had 
no existence. These were indeed the dark ages of the home circle. The 
bewnilcrs of the lost open fires had reason for their grief. 

But in due lime the Reformation came, and its Luther was LilUeueld. 
IBs was the mind that conceived of a circular coal-fire, self-fed from 
above, supplied all around with air, and encased in a stove with mica 
windows lo show the light. Such was the beginning of the Base* 
BnttNEii. It was not a succeed at first I well remember using n stove 
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of the (Hilar pattern one winteit, when, do what vvc might, the little 
circle of coal would give ouly a certain amount of hunt, and utterly re- 
fused to be. driven when sharp weather required, so that water froze in 
the next room, untl we had to use shawls and wraps to keep us warm. 
But improvement followed. The fire-pot was broadened and discon- 
necled from the cylinder; the mica windows were enlarged; and we 
saw a stove, economieiil of fuel, prodigal of heat, and radiant with light, 
Tlie lost fire-place was found again. Nor were the fireside-loving public 
long in finding it nut, nor the stove-makers slow in manufacturing. Fur 
n while Uio " Morning Glory" had the field ; and then there came such 
a rush of new aspirants to favor that one loses brealh in trying to count 
them — "Morning Lights," " Beacon Lights," " Starlights," "Illumi- 
nators," "Brilliants," " Winter-proofs," "Sunbeams," "Lighthouses," 
— dictionaries would lull to furnish names for the new heaters. Let- 
ters-patent were disregarded, and the ideas of L illicit eld were freely used 
by other m niters. The demand was too great for any one man to con- 
trol I he supply. 

If I may hnxard the supposition that any of my readers have not yet 
enjoyed Ibis blessing of modern limes, allow me to invite them into the 
presence of my particular B. B. It is not one of the newest pattern ; it 
has no " drop windows " nor "syphon Que"; but its heat and light are 
ample, and lis management simple. You will notice, first, perhaps, the 
quality of Ike heat; it is coal, if I may use the word to distinguish H 
from the 1 1 o t, b ead achy , h eat of the old - fash i o 1 1 ed a ir- li gh t. O v er i Is su p- 
ply (here is perlect control. In mild weather you may deaden the (ire 
(ill scarce a spark is visible; and, when sharp weather routes, liitig open 
tho drafts, till [lie red coals glow and the Ihin flames quiver about them, 
and Ihe tide of heat rises through tho whole house. What a cheery light 
is diffused through the room, too. Turn down tho lamp a moment. 
There, you can almost see to read by the fire-light; but don't do ill 
That light is made lo tulk by. The soft, diffusive glow in the shadowed 
room invites confidence and loosens the tougne. Wbal do you say t A 
good light lo court by ? I believe you. There's many a happy young 
dog to-day who owes his success iu no small degree to tho genial base- 
burner. Creator of new domestic ties and cherisher of old ones is he 1 
I only regrel that be came into being a little too hilo for mo. There, 
close Ihe draft "just on a crack," and we may go to bed, secure of find- 
ing our fire all right next morning, and ready with a little shaking and 
replenishing to burn as cheerily as before. 

Do you see now why I don't lament the disappearance of the wood 
fire t Speaking of which reminds me that when I moved into my present 
bouse I was overjoyed to find in the parlor an open lire- place. Ah, 
thought I, now I can enjoy soma old-fashioned wiutcr evenings; and 
impatiently I awaited the coming of cold "weather. The cool October 
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evenings arrived, and I ImsLened lo remove the fire-board, straighten 
the andirons, and built my fire. Being fairly under way.it was very 
pleasant. A wood fire has one advanlagu over coal— it can talk with 
you, TIig voices of burning wood are many and varied, and one may 
sit alone aud yet have company. But my fire soon burnt down and re- 
quired fresh fuel. It bad to be rekindled next morning, aud, io fact, 
several limes during the day. Then my wife complained of the fire- 
place as an ugly black bole, that spoiled her parlor, aud said it made 
dirt ; and, iu short, that it was a nuisance, But I clung to it; though, 
after blowing tho charred wood that the "blaze had lefl, and getting red 
in tho face aud covered with ashes, it didn't seem quite so nico. Colder 
days came, and the fire failed to keep ns warm. "The stove must be 
put up at once," said wife ; and or course it was. Twenty-four hours of 
my base-burner removed Ihe last vestige of the old illusion; and I put up 
the fire-board without a sigh. 

May I close this rambling talk with a spiritual lesson Hint my base- 
burner has taught me? Fires are types 8f Christian character. There is 
your wood-fire Christian, at times nil ablaze with lore and enthusiasm, 
aud warming every one around him. Presently his light is gone, aud 
he smoulders in the ashes of dead feeling or sizzles in sappy quietude. 

Then there is your air-tight Christian, filled with the fuel of zeal and 
devotion, but unable loshow his brightness, and liable to get overheated, 
thereby repelling those be would fain do good to, " Ho scared me away 
Trom religion," said one who had been made the subject of appeal by one 
of these " air- tights." 

Lastly, there is your steady, consistent Christian, whose light, is ever 
burning aud shining ; who, as he daily receives supplies of grace, daily 
(sheers and blesses all around ; who is not red-hot to-day and stonp-eold 
lo-morrovr, but always the same cheerful, loving, active worker— yom* 
true base-burner Christian I
